Stresses Student- Control

Last fall Appleton High School 


opened its doors on a new — to 
this city, at least — educational 
philosophy. What had formerly 
been a school operated with a 
firm hand and clearly defined 
rules and regulations became 
'student-centered.' 


The idea itself is not new. It 


has been tried, with varying 
degrees of success, in many 
states. The successes are more 
highly touted than the failures, 
where the concept has been 
quietly abandoned. 


It is clearly impossible to 


make lasting judgments on any 
system after only one year. 
Much has to be trial and error 


and retrial. But education and 
its attainments are by their 
very nature more subject U. 
opinion than the turning out of 
precision 
instruments, 
where 


the product is accurately mea- 
sured 'go' or 'no go.' 


What happens to the minds 


and personalities of students 
often 
cannot 
be ascertained 


until years later. Nevertheless, 
assessments must be made and 
competent opinions are the only 
means to make them. 


Widespread Affects 


No other school in the city 


affects so many families — 
either in taxes paid to support it 
or dependence on it for the 
education 
of their 
children. 


What happens at Appleton High 


School is of concern to every- 
one. From it come leaders of 
industry, professional men arid 
women, mothers and fathers of 
tomorrow. How they are edu- 
cated will 
be a "factor 
in 


Appleton and many other cities 
for years to come. 


Because education is a matter 


of judgment, The Post-Crescent 
sought the opinions of people 
most concerned with the matter 
— teachers, administration, stu- 
dents and parents. All say their 
initial assessment is subject to 
change. They also agree that it 
is 
not 
a 
subject 
of small 


concern to the general public. 
Everyone has an investment, 
and a substantial one, in the 
school 
system. 
They 
should 


know how their Investment Is 
being handled and what return 
they can expect. 


Probably 
the 
most 
basic 


change at Appleton High School 
this year is one of philosophy. 
Formerly the student was con- 
sidered the prime interest, but 
he was under the control and 
jurisdiction of the faculty and 
administration. He was con- 
sidered neither legally, morally, 
nor educationally ready to take 
over the reins of self-direction. 
This is not to say that he had no 
voice, but in the end, decisions 
were not in his hands. Rules 
and boundaries were clearly 
laid out, and the student knew 
what would happen if they were 
violated. 


Every teacher on the staff 


had the authority uid backing 
to discipline a student any time 
he felt it necessary, whether in 
the corridor, the class, or 
during extra-curricular activi- 
ties. A student could be removed 
from class, sent to the hall to 
study, sent to the guidance 
department, or to the 
office. 


Teachers could suspend a stu- 
dent from class for "goofing 
off," showing lack of respect or 
disturbing the class. The same 
was true of misbehavior in the 
corridors. 


The new — although it is not 


really that — concept in educa- 
tion, places the student at the 
apex 
of all school activity. 


According to William F. Berner, 
Ph. D., principal, tlie adminis- 
tration 
exists 
to assist 
the 


faculty, whose purpose it is to 
serve 
the 
student, who 
is 


primary. Berner says this is not 
an experiment. The world today 
puts demands on a student: he 
is thrust into a more complex 
world than a generation ago and 
citizenship training is essential. 
For that reason, he believes 
students should determine and 
conduct their own affairs on as 
broad a democratic base as 
possible, with as little outside 
discipline as is essential 
to 


order. 


This then is the basic change.

Last fall Appieton High School

Nevertheless, 
assessments must be made and 
competent opinions are the only 
means to make them.

either in taxes paid to support it 
or dependence on it for the 
education

children.

change at Appieton High School 
this year is one of philosophy. 
Formerly the student was con- 
sidered the prime interest, but 
he was under the control and 
jurisdiction of the faculty and 
administration. 
He was con- 


sidered neither legally, morally, 
nor educationally ready to take 
over the reins of self-direction. 
This is not to say that he had no 
voice, but in the end, decisions 
were not in his hands. Rules 
and boundaries were clearly 
laid out, and the student knew 
what would happen if they were 
violated. 


Every teacher on the staff 


had the authority and backing 
to discipline a student any time 
he felt it necessary, whether in 
the 
corridor, 
the class, or 


during extra-curricular activi- 
ties. A student could be removed 
from class, sent to the hall to 
study, sent 
to the guidance 


department, or to the office. 
Teachers could suspend a stu- 
dent from class for "goofing 
off," showing lack of respect or 
disturbing the class. The same 
was true of misbehavior in the 
corridors. 


The new — although it is not 


really that — concept in educa- 
tion, "places the student at the 
apex of all 
school activity. 


According to Wiiliam F. Berner, 
Ph. D.. principal, the adminis- 
tration 
exists to assist 
the 


faculty, whose purpose it is to 
serve 
the 
student, who 
is 


primary. Berner says this is not 
an experiment. The world today 
puts demands on a student: he 
is thrust into a more complex 
world than a generation ago and 
citizenship training is essential. 
For that reason, he believes 
students should determine and 
conduct their own affairs on as 
broad a democratic base as 
possible, with as little outside 
discipline 
as is essential to 


order. 


This then is the basic change. 


In carrying ii out a number of 
other changes had to be made 


within the organization of the 
school.

Music Man 


Lawrence E. Kraft 
Founder of M.H.S. 
Band, Ends Career

MENASHA — Thirty-four years ago today the Men- 


asha High School Band, led by Lawrence E. Kraft, 
high-stepped across the stadium field in Tulsa, Okla., 
and dazzled judges at the National Marching Band 
contest. 


Kraft's marching band won the first place award 


that year — five years after the band's inception. 


Hundreds of telegrams poured into Tulsa that 


weekend wishing luck and giving teletyped back- 
slaps to the new champions. 


Members of the band were thrilled when the big 


black limousine of John Phillip Sousa rolled onto the 
field to view the marching demonstration He stepped 
from the limousine and beamed at the exacting pre- 
cision of the high - stepping students from "small- 
town" Wisconsin. 


Jealous Director 


One jealous director remarked to Kraft "Your 


band looks too much like a machine." 


Kraft took this for a great compliment, for a 


machine it was — every member moving as a part of 
a smoothly-oiled mechanism, responding to the emo- 
tion of a march. 


The National High School Marching Band cham- 


pionship was only one of the many achievements of 
M H S. bands during Kraft's long service with the 
now retiring from the call of music, after 38 years 
Menasha High music department The bandman is 
wjth the Menasha public school system 


Kiaft got his start \vith music by accident just 


as all his life he has fallen into the step of the 
niarching music by some odd quirk of fate 


Born in Worthington, Minn , he wasn't a bit in- 


terested in music as a small boy When he was 11, 
his brother asked their father for permission to 
join the city band The senior Kraft thought it a 
good idea but wanted both his sons to join

"I wanted to play baseball all day. I joined think- 


ing I wouldn't like it, but I did," Kraft admits. 


The band played in the park and In city square 


that summer, with the young musician tooting the 
cornet. 


Private lessons expanded Kraft's knowledge. He 


joined the high school band and played with it until 
graduation in 1916, after which he joined the Minne- 
sota National Guard. 


He was assigned to Headquarters Company that

The new assignment gave him a welcome respite

and had a good tune entertaining the troops," he 
recalls 


When the war ended. Kraft was sent back to the 


U S , where he found a job with the local railroad 
lie worked on a bridge and building creu in the 
Minnesota-South Dakota area Although he soon be- 
came foreman of the group, he disliked the work 


' We had to eat and sleep in boxcars, and the 


whole situation was uncomfortable after a while." 
He quit to become a student at Stout Institute, now- 
Stout State University 


Kraft graduated with the intention of becoming 


a high school woodworking teacher I!e was hired 
for such a job at Menasha, but didn't stay at the post 
long 


Seven years later the new superintendent of 


schools wanted a band for the school

took the job offered by the school, and in 1927 
formed the first high school band Menasha had seen. 


Summer school courses at the University of Wis- 


consin qualified Kraft to teach band and orchestra, 
and he proceeded to launch the M.H.S band. 


In 1927 the band numbered 44; by 1931 it had 72 


members. 


The band began to enter band contests "right off 


the bat," Kraft remembers, but didn't do too well in 
its first few trys. The first contest was the State Band 
contest in Waupun where the novice marchers placed 
eleventh. The members had an average of 13.9 
months of experience with their instruments. Un- 
daunted, the group went on with high spirits. 


In 1930 the band was practicing for the Stevens 


Point contest. One Saturday afternoon the drummers 
began to get carried away with the enthusiasm of 
competition and started lifting their knees high in the 
air. The step caught on among the members, and 
the whole band began high stepping. 


Kraft caught the idea and developed the new 


style into a polished version. It was an integral part 
of the band's performances from then on, enabling 
the musicians to show originality on the fields of 
competition in Tulsa and their second National con- 
test in Evanston in 1934. 


The step was picked up by many University bands 


and can still be seen today. 


"I watch football games on Saturday afternoons 


and can still see our step," Kraft smiles. 


The band stepped up to top form when they took 


first in state competition and awed the Tulsa judges 
in 1931. It took fifth place in music at the contest. 


The band took National honors once again in 1934, 


at Evanston, 111., where it won first place in marching 
and fell one point short of placing in first division in 
music competition. 


Kraft has continued to turn out good bands at 


Menasha high. Many of the members of these bands 
now have bands of their own. 


The present band instructor at Menasha High, Don 


\Visnefski, was a pupil of Kraft. Another of Kraft's 
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The Menasha High School band looked like this in 1931 as it took first place in the Wisconsin State Marching 


Contest, held in Menasha.

Kraft has taught junior high school band at Butte 


des Morts school since 1957, when he retired from 
the high school staff. 


He instructs 50 students in the fundamentals of 


the instruments of the band. He has a special philoso- 
phy concerning those who are thinking of dropping 
band classes—"Don't!" 


Kraft has always liked the profession he originally 


planned to teach, woodworking, and he continues it 
as a hobby. He has made all of his furniture from 
his favorite wood, black walnut. 


With retirement coming up at the end of this 


academic year, Kraft plans to devote more time to 
woodworking. Music will not escape him, however, 
for he will spend his time tuning and refinishing 
pianos. He also plans to do a lot of traveling. 


He and his wife will visit the Eastern United 


States and stop over in New York to visit their daugh- 


ter, Jean, a professional singer associated with the 
New York City Opera Company. 


The Krafts will also visit the World's Fair, Wil- 


liamsburg and Jamestown, returning via Quebec, On- 
tario and Detroit. They are looking ahead to next 
winter when they plan to spend a few months in 
the California sunshine—sunshine that is well de- 
served by one man who brought much into the hearts 
of so many through the vessel of music. 


After 25 years the alumni and townspeople hon- 


ored Mr. Kraft with a testimonial dinner with Ray 
Dvorak, from the University of Wisconsin, who was 
the main dinner speaker. 


A gift from his many friends presented him with 


a radio-phono-television combination set, and money 
for a vacation trip.

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Industry Demands ' Hungry' Students 


Placement Directors Seek Jobs for Fox Cities College Graduates

Industrial recruiters on college campuses today 


are lookng for students who are hungry. 


So says Richard Turzenski, director of placement 


for Wisconsin State University-Oshkosh. 


"The important criteria today is not that the stu- 


dent be trained so much in specifics, but in general- 
ities," he said. "Industries want people who can 
make decisions and accept responsibilities. 


"They want individuals who are 'hungry,' that is, 


energetic and eager to get ahead " 


Helping firms find these persons, and assisting 


the college graduate in finding the right job is the 
task of Turzenski and his counterparts, Miss Marie 
A. Dohr, director of placement services at Lawrence 
University, and E. E. Dickey, dean of students at the 
Institute of Paper Chemistry. 


The industries, service organizations and schools 


begin their recruitment of the students at Lawrence 
and WSU-O with inquiries to the placement office. 


The Lawrence student's initial knowledge of a 


job opening often comes through a bulletin issued 
by Miss Dohr. She puts out weekly bulletins listing 
teaching openings, and monthly publications listing 
other types of jobs available. Thest memoranda 
give advance notice of scheduled interview dates, 
listing the time for the interview, and the type of 
applicant the organization is interested in. 


If a student wants an interview with the organ- 


ization, Miss Dohr schedules an on-campus meeting. 
If the needs and interests of the employer and student 
match, the interview often results in a visit by the 
student to the firm or school. Then Miss Dohr sends 
the organization the student's academic record and 
his recommendations 


This year more than 30 businesses and service 


organizations, including the federal government and 
armed forces, as well as 18 graduate schools and 
38 school districts recruited on the Lawrence campus. 
Miss Dohr arranged for more than 800 appointments.. 


"For the last three years one of the most popular 


recruiters on campus has been the Peace Corps," 
Miss Dohr said 


"This year a Peace Corps representative set up 


her desk in the student union and was deluged with 
questions," Miss Dohr said. The \\oman talked to a 
few classes about the corps and also showed a film, 
an unusual procedure for most organizations seeking 
employes. Miss Dohr said about 100 students were 
interxiewed by the representative. 


At \VSV-O. the recruitment emphasis is primarily 


in teaching, according to Turzenski. He said about 
70 per cent of the school's 500 graduates this year 
will go into teaching A total of 110 school districts 
visited the Oshkosh campus in search of the best 
candidates this >ear 


Industrial recruitment has been gradually build- 


ing up at Oshkosh. with 66 firms, governments and 
service orgnni/ations recruiting this jear on the 
campus. 


"We prepare the student's credentials, arrange 


foi interviews on campus and circulate vacancy lists,'' 
Tum-nski said 
"Usually about 80 per cent of the 


graduating class takes advantage of our services. 
Right now 62 pei cent of the seniors are placed." 


Practically all of the students at the Paper Insti- 


tute revive job placement help from Dean Dickey. 
This includes those who finish their doctorates, those 
who complete only their masters degrees, and the 
20 per cent who don't finish their masters 


In addition to compiling the student's credentials, 


Dickey also sends out job vacancy lists, arranges for 
campus mtei views and then sets up a country-wide 
company interview for the graduate. Twice .t >car 
the pulp and paper firms that are members of the 
institute receive announcements listing the men who 
will receive their doctorates. This includes a picture 
of the student and a biographical sketch 
About 10 


doctorates and 15 master's degrees are awarded 
annually by the institute. 


Since graduates must have three summers of 


industrial experience, Dean Dickey's job also in- 
cludes summer placement. Member firms are again 
sent pictures and biographical sketches, including 
the student's desired location. About 25 students are 
placed all over the country each year, Dickey said. 


Miss Dohr makes summer job openings known to 


Lawrence students, but does not arrange for inter- 
views. Each year she places about 100 students in 
part time oft-campus jobs such as typing, raking 
lawns and sales work. 


Part-time jobs at Oshkosh are handled by the 


deans of men and women, Turzenski said. He makes 
information available on summer jobs. 


All three educational institutions service their 


alumni, keeping their credentials up to date and 
informing them of job opportunities when they 
request it. 


Recruitment on the Lawrence campus changed 


over the years as graduates have tended more and 
more to go on to graduate school, Miss Dohr said. 
Last year 44.1 per cent of the graduating class of 
231 went on to graduate school, compared with 30 
per cent in 1961. As a result, more and more grad- 
uate schools are recruiting on the Lawrence campus. 


While the number of graduates taking teaching 


positions has decreased from 31.3 per cent in 1961 
to 23.8 per cent in 1964, so have the teaching needs 
changed. 


"There's still an over supply in the social science 


field," Miss Dohr said. "But there's a greater demand 
today for language and sciences." 


"In those states pushing- toward 
consolidation 


there is also a greater demand for specialists on the 
elementary level, such as in physical education and 
music, and special education," Turzenski said. 


Dean Dickey noted changes at the Paper Institute, 


too. 


"Two decades ago firms were looking for tech- 


nologically trained persons," he said. "Today they 
want a Ph.D. trained in the basic disciplines. They 
can teach him technology very readily." 


Does the student who majors in a social science 


have an especially difficult time finding jobs today? 


"Not necessarily," said Miss Dohr. "If the student 


is open minded about job possibilities, he can find a 
job. If he doesn't feel restricted because of his 
major, there are many jobs open. 


"In fact, we could have more firms come to Law- 


rence if there were more candidates to be inter- 
viewed." 


Not Horror But Terror' Films 
His Specialty, Karloff States

LONDON (AP) — "I don't make horror films," 


said actor Boris Karloff. "Terror is a better wor4." 


Here to make still another chiller, the 78-year-old 


Kcrloff denies the tag of the high priest of horror. 


Vintage titles such as "Frankenstein," "The Mum- 


my," "The Raven," "The Old Dark House," "Black 
Friday," "The Ape," "The Body Snatcher," and "Isle 
of the Dead" are but a few dark reminders of the 
actor's successfully sinister roles dating back to the 
1920s. 


"Horror." said Karloff, "spells revulsion. I do not 


believe in horror and sadism when introduced purely 
and simply for their own sake. 


"The idea of terror — which is much better — is 


to make people's hair stand on end, and not to make 
them lose their breakfasts." 


He went on: "The kind of formula with which I've 


been associated all these years is rooted firmly in leg- 
end. Frankenstein. Dracula, the mummy, are all bas- 
ically fairy stories." 


He thinks they are familiar, in some form or an- 


other, in almost every country in the world, and that 
this is why the formula has so stubbornly survived. 


"I still get letters from children who've seen the 


original Frankenstein on television," he said, "and 
they show remarkable powers of perception. To them 
the poor old monster wasn't an evil, horrifying ob- 
ject, but a helpless, inarticulate creature, forsaken 
and grossly misused by his creator. He was very 
badly done by, as the children say." 


Karloff said the only time he ever fought with 


James Whale, director of the first two Frankenstein 
movies, was when the director insisted on the mon- 
ster committing a cruel act involving a child. 


"I begged him to leave it out," said Karloff, "and 


the sequence was later removed." 


These sentiments come quite naturally to Boris 


Karloff, who is in reality a cultured Englishman, 
born to the gentle name of William Henry Pratt. 


In his latest film, "House at the End of the 


World," Karloff reverts — historically — to a classic 
monster role for the first time since "Tne Son of 
Frankenstein" in 1939. 


He is master of a creepy old house in a remote 


corner of England where many weird menacing rit- 
uals take place. 


"Here again," explained Karloff, "the villain of' 


the play isn't really a nasty sort of fellow. He was 
once a perfectly ordinary, kind man who makes the 
mistake of tampering with evil forces." 


Karloff summed up saying: "To suggest as some 


people sincerely do that films about depraved crea- 
tures necessarily debase humanity — that fright is 
a sort of masochistic thrill instead of just another 
harmless, human reaction is, to me, complete and 
utter nonsense." 


Karloff plays most of the scenes in the new pic-, 


ture in an ancient baroque wheelchair, found in »• 
London antique market. 


"It's rather a sinister contraption," he said, "bat' 


somebody thoughtfully wrote it into my part so that 
I won't ha\e to work my poor old legs too hard." 


For Photo Fans 
Copyright Law Allows Photographer 
To Protect His Valuable Negatives

On March 3. 1865, President Abraham Lincoln 


signed a law which amended the United States copy- 
right regulations to include photographs for the first 
time. 


A copyright is a statutory grant of certain rights 


for a period of 28 years and which may be renewed 
for an additional 28 years. 


A copyright owner has the exclusive right to 


copy, publish, record, adapt or transform the product 
of the author. Only an author or those deriving their 
rights through an author can lawfully claim copy- 
right in a work. 


A photographer is an author and his work may 


be a photograph, a print, a pictorial illustration or a 
motion picture. 


To copyright a photograph, application Form J 


must first be obtained from the Register of Copy- 
rights, Library of Congress, Washington. D.C. 20540. 
It is sent free of charge on request. 


To obtain copyright registration on an unpub- 


lished photograph, the photographer must submit: 
A. One complete copy of the photograph. B. Appli- 
cation Form J, properly completed and signed. C. A 
fee of $4. 


A published photograph means public distribu- 


tion, sale or placing on sale of copies of the photo- 
graph. Unrestricted public exhibition of a photo- 
graph may also constitute publication of the photo- 
graph. 


To secure a copyright on a published photograph, 


it is essential first that the copyright notice be print- 
ed or should appear on the photograph itself or on 
the title page of a collection of photographs in book 
form. The notice should consist of the word "Copy- 
right" or an abbreviation "Copr." or the symbol (C) 
with the name of the copyright owner. The year of 
the publication may be included but normally it is 
not required. 


After producing copies of the photograph with 


the copyright notice on them and after publication 
of these photographs, the photographer or his agent 
may then file a copyright claim by submitting: A. 
Two copies of the work. B. Application Form J, com- 
pleted and signed. C. The fee of *4-

Albert Schroth Is Veteran xBy Proxy7

When Albert Schroth, 1318 N. Oneida St., Apple- 


ton, makes his annual Memorial Day pilgrimage to 
the trim little cemetery near Seymour, he will be 


.remembering both his Civil War vet- 
[ eran father and some of the most ex- 
I citing moments of his boyhood. 


The retired Appleton postal worker 


is more than a Civil War buff. In a 
sense, the 68-year-old is a Civil War 
veteran by proxy. 


As a youngster in Seymour, he 


remembers vividly the stolen hours 


Mackesy 
spent crouched on family staircase or 


behind a door while he reveled in the war talk going 
on in the parlor. There his father, Adam Schroth of 
Company A. Second Missouri Regiment, held forth 
with his war cronies as they swapped yarns of camp 
life freely and recalled military life in bivouac and 
battle. 


It was not talk "for young pitchers," so Albert, 


his brothers and sisters were shooed away when the 
"old boys in Blue" got together behind closed doors. 
The elder Schroth either never knew or pretended he 
didn't know about Albert's listening. 


For Albert these were thrilling hours and he got 


so he could spin a soldier's yarn as readily and as 
accurately as the combatants behind the parlor doors. 


Fought Throughout War 


Adam Schroth was a powerful man. 6 feet, S'/fe 


inches tall and rawboned. 
His military service 


spanned the entire war from the clay after the firing 
on Ft. Sumtcr in Charleston Harbor April 12, 1861, 
to the week after Lee surrendered in April, 1865, 
at Appomattox Court House. His last official photo- 
graph in uniform was taken the day he was honor- 
ably discharged in Indianapolis, Ind., from his Mis- 
souri regiment. 


He came to Appleton after the war—relatives 


already had settled in the area—but his stay was 
brief. The restless soldier took off for 10 roaming 
years in -the West, presumably buffalo hunting. His 
next stay in AppMon as a logger anil carpenter lasted 
long enough to meet, woo and wed Fredericka Fie- 


stedt of the Town of Center. Then came years of 
homesteading in the Red River Valley, the family 
living in a sod house with ammunition and firearms 
furnished by the government for protection against 
marauding Indians. Selling his land at a handsome 
profit because of the new railroad, Adam brought 
his family to Seymour, where he settled down to the 
carpentry trade and lived out his life. 


Adam was German-born, coming to this country 


as a youngster of 14 in 1846. He worked for his pas- 
sage on a sailing ship and when he arrived he turned 
to stevedoring. He was a wharfman in New Orleans,

eating with a policeman friend in an oyster house 
when news came that Fort Sumter was under b*om- 
bnrdment. Adam's reaction was immediate and loud. 


In Trouble 


"Why. that's treason," he exclaimed. His friend 


agreed just as loudly, "Adam, you're right!" 


One glance about the room told the pair to leave 


their coveted oysters in a hurry. The word went 
out that two Yankees were on the docks. They had 
to sneak out of port on the last packet north to St. 
Louis to avoid being lynched. 


That's how Adam became a Union soldier from 


Missouri. It also was the start of an enlistment that 
started out for 90 days and stretched on across the 
country eastward into four full years, a fact none 
of the boys ever figured on. 


Adam was wounded twice, both times severely. 


He nearly died from the musket ball wound he re- 
ceived in the Battle of Chickamauga Creek. He was 
behind a stump on the skirmish line when he was 


hit in the stomach. He crawled 300 yards back to 
the line before being picked up and put on a stretch- 
er. He was hospitalized for a long period before 
returning to his unit, just in time to take part in the 
famous "Battle Above the Clouds" on Lookout Moun- 
tain, Tenn. 


This time he got a musket ball in his left shin 


during one of the charges and the soldier carried the 
bullet in his leg until his death in 1912. 


Lookout Mountain 


"You could tell there was going to be a battle 


. . . it was In the air." Adam and his cronies always 
used to say as a preface to Lookout Mountain. Then 
would come the story of his bunk mate . . . how he 
gave Adam all his papers because he knew he was 
going to be killed. "In that charge up the mountain, 
he hollered as he went . . . he was shot and he 
kept right on going until he fell dead," Adam would 
say of his buddy. 


These were the sort of stories young Albert, 


Adam's middle son, listened to from his hiding 
place. There were others, too, that had to do with 
the good times and carefree moments of camp life 
rather than the grim business of soldiering. Like 
the time Adam "liberated" a big box of crackers 
from a rebel store across the river. While bullets 
dropped all around him, the soldier crawled across 
the bridge, hanging onto the crackers, his buddies 
cheering him on. 


"Weren't you scared?" came the question. "Well, 


I was going almost as fast as those bullets!" was 
the reply. 


These many-told tales of a war long before his 


time will live again for Albert Schroth when he visits 
his father's grave with its simple, official Civil War 
marker. Lettered within its stone shield are the 
words "Adam Schroth, Co. A, 2 Mo. Inf."

It was on a hot, steamy May afternoon that our French ship came in sight 


of the Bombay harbor. The news that-we wouldn't dock for another few hours 
didn't improve our humor. In early evening our paquetaot came in line and 
we docked. 


I joined the Parsee family I had met on ship and with whom I would be 


staying in Bombay. Together we went through the "see it to believe it" ordeal 
of customs. As a tourist, I was passed with hardly a question, but my friends, 
who had been living in Hong Kong, were not so fortunate. India has adopted 
a policy of "India for the Indians," and vehemently discourages the import of 
manufactured goods. 
. 


Throughout the next five and a half hours, Indians returning from abroad 


ehed many tears. Customs went so far as to unroll to the last inch every bolt 
of ribbon, searching for hidden gold. When the appropriate number of tears 
had been Shed and the duty paid, we went In search of a taxi .and a truck to 
carry our belongings to the Parsees' home,, 
. 


Parsee is another name for Zoroastrians, a Persian sect which came to 


India t300 years ago. They are fire-worshippers, do not marry outside their 
sect, and still adhere to many of their ancient traditions and rites. Although 
the caste system is no longer legal, some of the sects still cling together and 
live in self-contained colonies of houses or apartment buildings with their own 
schools and shops. My friends were no exception. 


The night air was suffocating as we slowly drove through the darkened 


streets of Bombay. The sidewalks were lined with people, some sleeping, 
others playing cards. Most seemed to be dressed in rags. 


My Parsee friends explained that some sleep on the streets because of the 


heat, others because they have no homes. It was nearing 1:30 a.m. when we 
reached the southwest side of Bombay. 


From the outside, my friends' house looked dingy and common but when 


we reached their second floor apartment, I was surprised to see six huge at- 
tractive rooms with high ceilings. On the street below, a Hindu wedding feast 
was taking place, complete- with drums, trumpets, chanting and much merry- 
making. But 1 was too exhausted to contemplate anything except my bed— 
which turned ov;t to be as soft as a hardwood floor. 


The next morning I had a chance to look about the apartment. The old 


fashioned kitchen didn't have a stove. In a corner of the spacious dining room 
stood a pair of black and yellow Chinese vases that must have been a thousand 
years old. After a surprise breakfast of scrambled eggs, toast and tea. I ven- 
tured out alone on a double decker bus. For the equivalent of three cents. I 
rode back to the docks just in time to see my ship sail. All my newly made 
friends, who had attempted to discourage one from debarking alone in India, 
were standing on deck to wave goodbye. Suddenly I felt alone and uncertain, 
mostly about how I wouid travel now that ! was here. India was a big country 
and 1 had only 30 days. 


As a beginning 1 decided to try the Government Tourist Office. Here I 


was pleasantly greeted, and the discussion went smoothly until I mentioned I 
would be traveling third class. Then a crisp voice informed me, "I'm sorry, 
we don't service third class!" 


I was a bit taken pback but managed to salvage some pamphlets and 


brochures. 


The following five d;;vs wore full and exciting since the Indian way of life 


is so different from our own 1 spent my days with some Indian young people 
J had met. One of our first excursions took us by motorboat to the Elephanta 
Caves. About 1300 years old. and in various stages of completion, these rock- 
cut temples served as my introduction to Hinduism and its gods of Creation,

Preservation and Destruction. Returning to the mainland, we docked at the 
beautiful Gateway of India, built in 1911 and dedicated to George V, then 
Prince of Wales. Hundreds of Indians were beneath the shade of the arc, some 
talking, others sleeping, theii brilliant saris all fusing into a mass of color. 


From there, we started for one of the many luxurious garden areas of Bom- 


bay. Marine Drive is often called the Queen's Necklace because of the illusion 
created by the night lights around the circular road. Going past the white 
apartment houses and live-in hotels, we passed Chowpatty, the beach of the 
poor, and started up the long, winding road, rich with vegetation and flaming 
trees, which would take us to Malabar Hill. From Kamala Nehru park, named 
for the wife of the late Prime Minister, we had a full view of this city of 
3,000,000 inhabitants, and its seven connected islands. A sign at the entrance to 
the parkdeclared: "Adults not allowed unless accompanied by children." We 
went right in and climbed to the top of the Mother Hubbard shoe. 


Nearby were the Hanging Gardens, already starting to brown from the sun. 


Beyond them stood an imposing structure, the Tower of Silence, belonging to 
the Parsees, whose ancient custom was to place their dead at the top of the 
tower for vultures. The Parsees do this for two reasons: one, their religion 
respects earth and fire, and it cannot be polluted by the dead; two, when the 
remaining bones are thrown into the tower's well, they believe the rich and 
the poor are united in death, a tenet of Zoroastrianism. 


Going on to another part of the city, we passed an open-air laundry. Hun-

dreds of persons were standing knee-deep in water, several to a cement 
Whether it was a commercial laundry or a "do it tfourself ";. I -never did f 


: One afternoon we made the trip to Jiihu Beach, 12 miles north of Bombay. 


It is a sort of movie colony, and the center, the Sun-n-Sand Hotel, is exquisite, 
offering food to suit the most exacting Westerner or the vegetarian Bombayite. 
On the beach a make and mongoose will lock in combat for the willing to pay 
tourist. That evening when I arrived home, I found two designs in colored 
chalk on the floor at the entrance to the apartment. I learned later they had 
been placed there to bring good fortune. 


Bombay is: a city of energy, of constant movement, except about noon when 


all sensible people take to the shade for a rest. I and my kind went on through 
the day, conscious of the short time we had to see and do so much. There was 
the Aerey Milk Colony, rolling meadows outside of Bombay, where pasteurized 
milk is processed; the Vihar Lake, a park for the pleasure of children; the 
shops, antique and art stores, sari and wood-carving stores, emporiums with 
national handicrafts, the small restaurants and canteens. 


I didn't spend much time with my Parsee family, but I often lunched with 


them at their apartment. With the exception of breakfast, their food is very 
spicy, heavy on rice, mutton and curry. Few Indians eat beef because of reli- 
gious beliefs. Once at lunch time, I discovered a score of black ants crawling 
inside the sugar bowl. When I casually asked my hostess whether she knew 
there were ants in the sugar, she just as casually replied that Indians are 
happy when black ants ?re around since they bring good luck and prosperity. 
I swallowed hard, pushed the ants from the spoon, and continued as though I 
always welcome black ants in my sugar. 


• I soon gained the impression that Indians are very nationalistic. Bombay 


at that time was on a campaign to inform their people of vvhat was happening 
in the Himalayas where the Chinese were violating borders. "Home Guard is 
Home Defense" and 'Fight the Invader" posters were everywhere. 


Another major impression I kept throughout my entire stay was that amidst 


the magnitude of poverty, there is little or no resentment toward "rich" tour- 
ists, For instance, salaried porters who are not tipped, literally jumped to be 
of assistance. Here, I do not include taxi drivers of various wheeled vehicles, 
who will sob, hurl themselves to the ground in a tantrum, and run down the 
street after you, if you don't pay what they ask. 


The night of my fifth day in India, I left Bombay by train equipped with 


chocolates, bananas, oranges and air pillow. My berth was a three by five-foot 
board hanging by chains from the ceiling. My feet dangled six inches over the 
end but with my air pillow blown up and trench coat wrapped around me, 
I wasn't awake Jong. 


The Indians were up at 5 or 5:30. By 6:30, I was up in self-defense. A young 


Indian couple going to I.ucknow engaged me in conversation and I later joined 
them for a lunch of curried chicke.n and rice, brought from the dining room. 
The curry was hotter tlian anything I'd had before, and even water didn't help. 
I was really in India! 
' 
" 


We arrived in Agra at 3 a.m. First thing in the morning, I hired a bicycle 


rickshaw and went to a nearby mission to find a room. Unfortunately, th« 


missionary was just about to leave for the United States on her first visit in 
many years. She recommended I stay at the Government Tourist Bungalow, 
which looked like a modern motel with spacious rooms, shower and cool water 
in an earthen jug on the wndow sill. All this for less than a dollar a night, 
plus a rental fee for sheets and a pillow. It was heaven, except for the occa- 
sional lizards running up and down the walls. 


I could hardly wait to see the Taj Mahal, the mausoleum built by Shah 


Jahan for his wife in the 1600s. A rickshaw took me the five miles through 
narrow streets, crowded with camels, laden donkeys, naked children and beg- 
gars. When I arrived at the mausoleum, I hired a guide and spent hours exam- 
ining every nook and cranny. Its beauty is indescribable. All I can say is 
that it is more beautiful than it has ever been portrayed. 


Later I went to the immense Agra Fort, got lost while trying to follow 


someone else's guide, and still later hired another rickshaw to take me to 
Itimad-ud-Daula, a mausoleum modeled somewhat after the Taj, but on a more 
subdued tone. 


Early the next morning I saw the Taj by sunrise, then headed for the bus 


Station to make the trip "to Fatehpur Sikri, once the capitol of the Mongol 
Empire, now a ghost town. I took a seat at the front of the bus and a harsh- 
looking man came and told me to move to the rear, as all the seats in front 
were reserved. 1 moved and when the bus filled up, we left. About 15 minutes 
later, an argument started between two Indians, one of them the man who had 


. told me to move. They were arguing half in Hindi and half in English but I

discerned the argument was about the seats. As it became louder and louder, 
more people started to shout, and soon it was an out-and-out fist fight. The 
driver stopped the bus and tried to break it up. A quiet Sikh, one of the tur- 
baned warriors of Indian history,suddenly leaped up and got into the midst of 
it. He was literally shaking when his family finally pulled him away. 


I was doing my own share of shaking, too, waiting for the knives to be 


drawn. This was one of those times when I felt there was some disadvantage in 
being a girl traveling alone. When everything had settled down, I put my 
attention to the endless dust, the ancient ruins, the monkeys and the peacocks 
we were passing. 


As we approached the palace, we saw seven miles of broken walls surround- 


ing the once thriving capitol that eventually had to be abandoned for. lack of 
water. Thirty-two buildings stand inside, including an all-white marble mauso- 
leum, a platform where maharajas played chess using harem girls as chessmen. 
Nearby, for a rupee (21 cents), a boy will (live from a high building into a 
small pool below. 


I spent the bus trip back talking \\ith a Sikh who hoped to go to England. 


He asked about the American Indian and Negro situation in the United States. 
Open-minded and unaccusing, he felt that deep-seated traditions take time 
to be ironed out. 


I had one l;.st wish in Agra, and that was to see the Taj Mahal by moonlight. 


Reluctant to go alone. I prevailed upon the tourist manager to go with me. He 
and his cousin accompanied me. and I was grateful that I had not missed it. 
I didn't even notice the waves of bats plying overhead until someone pointed 
them out. 


On the way back, the manager asked whether I had ever tasted rose rnilk. 


I said no, and he promptly decided it was time for me to try it. We walked to 
a small outdoor .shop that was crawling with bugs. We were privileged to sit 
behind the counter to watch the entire procedure. The milk came from a pail 
carelessly set on the mud floor the ice from a burlap bag, the glasses washed 
in a community bowl, and the rose from a cherry soda bottle. When he poured 
me "a nice big glass." it was too late to refuse. I drank it down as fast as I 
could. Because I seemed to be thirsty, 1 was poured another. Thoughts of TB 
and hepatitis were not far from my mind.

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India's Issues Reveal 
A Progressive Outlook 


BY W. R. DOBERSTEIN 


During the first 75 years of its postal history, India's stamps bore only 


portrait of Britain's rulers. And from 1931 to 1947—another 16 years—all its 
postage stamps included the King's head, though a few also had other features 
in the designs. Perhaps this partly explains why all of this ancient land's 
stamp issues are still listed in the British section of Scott's Standard Catalogue. 


With independence in 1947, the stamps of India finally departed the road 


of royalty. But it took several years before the general appearance of its issues 
improved over the rather dull looking adhesives of previous years (with a few 
exceptions). 


Stamps of the Philippines, with similar circumstances of finally gaining 


independence, are listed in two places In Scott's. Those under American 
dominion in the Volume I section; all others In Volume H. Not so with India. 


But India is accomplishing changes under independence. And her stamps 


show it. Most of the issues are now printed by photogravure and are generally 
attractive in color and design. The subject matter, interestingly, is a blend of 
the traditional and the modern. This Is quite revealing; a country's stamps 
tell a great deal about the people's attitudes and interests. 


The stamp designs tell, too, of an awakening realization to India's potential 


as it relates to its tremendous natural resources. Our illustration (1*61 forestry 
issue) even conveys a resource of which little has been made—India's scenery. 


Stifl another resource peculiar to India has been taken note of In a ctrikinf. 


luge ate stamp of recent issue—tiger hunting. For many years the stamps 
«f Malay have featured tigers. Yet every sportsman with a yen for adventure 
and umual excitement Bas read stories of tiger hunting in India, lite land of 
the B»an-eaters, Now the stealthy cat can be seen on India's stamps too. 


Bat there are modern recognitions of practical exploitation of this heavily 


populated land. Other stamps show dams—important to irrigation and hydrc- 
*tectrk utilities. And petroleum refineries, industrial fairs and progress 
exbibitkHn have also joined new evidence of a changed India—on stamp 


of more recent years. 


More and more, H can be expected the changed face of India and what Is

Beauty Pageant. 


In the past, beauty delegates from every state 


have competed for the Miss U.S.A. crown during the 
Miss Universe pageant week 


This first-time broadcast will originate in Florida, 


at 9 p.m. from the Miami Beach Auditorium. 


(For the past five years the international contest 


has been brought to the American television audience 
by CBS, and again this year the network will broad- 
cast the international pageant live as a 90-minute 
special from Convention Hall in Miami Beach, Fla., 
at 9 p.m. Saturday, July 24. 


The statistics (vital variety) of any important, 


large-scale beauty contest are interesting, and often 
impressive. 


Home audiences will see John Daly and musical 


comedy star Sally Ann Howes as host and hostess, 
and Jack Linkletter as onstage master of ceremonies 
—along with, of course, les girls. 


What viewers won't see are the more than 60 


people—cameramen, technicians, control-room per- 
sonnel, video and audio engineers, electricians, grips, 
lighting experts, set decorators, prop men—behind 
the scenes at the two pageants. 


All work with producer Paul Levitan, director of 


special events for CBS-TV, associate producer Clar- 
ence Schimmel and director Vern Diamond.

Closeups of the entrants from each state in the 


Miss U.S.A. contest and of the delegates from 60-odd 
foreign nations and locales to the Miss Universe 
"main event" will be even more widely used this 
year than in previous broadcasts. 


These intime views will be captured by the special 


long-range Zoomar lenses with which the six cameras 
are equipped. 


Geographical diversity of past winners of the 


pageant since its inception in 1952 is no help in try- 
ing to predict the new titleholder. 


Of the 13 choices in the event's history, three 


Miss U.S.A s have become Miss Universe: Linda 
Bement in 1960; Carol Morris in 1956 and Miriam 
Stevenson in 1954. 


In 1959 the crown went to Miss Japan, Akiko 


Kojima: in 1958 to Miss Colombia, Luz Marina Zulua- 
ga, and in 1957 to Miss Peru, Gladys Zender. 


Two other South American girls have carried the 


royal sceptre—Norma Beatrix Nolan of Argentina 
in 1962. and leda Maria Vargas of Brazil in 1963. 


The other side of the Atlantic was represented 


by titlists in 1952, 1953, 1955, 1961 and 1964—re- 
spectively, Miss Finland (Armi Kuusela), Miss France 
(Christine Martel), Miss Sweden (Hillevi Rombin). 
Miss Germany (Marlene Schmidt) and Miss Greece 
(Kiriaki Tsopei). the reigning Miss Universe. 


When Miss Tsopei, a striking brunette from Ath-

Wherever Hobbyists Grow it

The proper name for our plant today is impatiens 


Minrpay'-shi-ens) and came from the manner in which 
;its> ripe seed-pods burst open. If you have ever seen 
I wild snap-weed or the garden touch-me-not, you know 
Jthat the slightest touch causes the pods to spring fully 
I open, discharging the seeds over a wide area. How 
jthe proper name was ever corrupted to Patience 
I Plant, with an exactly opposite meaning, I'll never 
I know. However, impatiens is indeed now known not 
Jonly as Patience Plant but as Patient Lucy (usually 
applied to the sultanii varieties), Busy Lizzie (given 
to holstii varieties), and no doubt by several other 
female names preceded by various adjectives. What- 
ever you call this plant (and I hope it will be im- 
patiens), it is an old favorite in the indoor garden, 
and beloved wherever it is grown.

There are two main varieties of impatiens. They 
| are quite similar, but one characteristic will enable 


! 


'you to determine at a glance which is which. If the 
plant is a sultanii, the spur at the back of the flower 
will be turned upward, while if it is one of the holstii, 
I the spur will point down. All varieties have watery, 
j fleshy, succulent stems, neat, oval leaves, and flowers 


which seemingly have five petals. Actually, three of 
the colored, petal-like projections are sepals, one of 
which is elongated into the spur, and these join 
with two petals to make the flat-faced flower. Blos- 
soms arise singly or in clusters from leaf axils on 
the terminal growth, and may be white, orange, or 
any shade from pink to near-purple. Some plants 
have foliage variegated with white, others show a 
distinct reddish cast in the leaves, but the usual 
ones are plain green. These plants should be avail- 
able at this time of year wherever bedding plants 
are sold; if you cannot find them locally, order by 
mail from the Camden grower on our Source Sheet.

Cut 
your plant back now to within two or three joints 
of the base; then, as it grows, pinch the tips from 
the new branches to force bushier growth. With 
good care, your plant should develop and keep its 
lovely white-veined leaves.

And -End to Patience. By Mary Durant. Harcourt, 


Prace. $4.95. 


If you think you should finally read "The Rise 


j-nd Fall of the Third Reich" on your vacation this 
year, but you really want a light, pleasantly interest- 
ing novel that won't give you heartburn, "And End 
to Patience" is recommended. 


It's a relaxed, bucolic novel. The characters don't 


personify problems or social comment; they just 
have a few individual problems and a couple of 
quirks. And don't worry, quite a few of those are 
going to get straightened.out. 


Miss Durant has introduced and established her 


cast in a long, leisurely opening. Each character has 
a chapter or section of his own, told from inside his 
own mind. 


Some seem unbelievably extreme. Would any prim 


voung typist imagine so many possible disasters from 
tailing ceilings and attacking animals? Would a leth- 
argic widow of a hypochondriac immediately regain 
the sparkle of her married days when confronted 
with a patient? 


Well, maybe. And with each person revealing 


what he thinks as well as what he says and does, 


eccentricities often masked from general view be- 
come known. 


The author takes her people—these two, a school 


teacher who thinks he finally has found a private 
boys school which doesn't require smother hovering 
over the students, a wife who wants out and her tip- 
pling husband, a comfortable, horsey couple, three 
bachelors—foot-loose, mother-ridden and undefined, 
a flirting teenager and a lovesick young spinster— 
and stirs them together in summertime preparation 
for a production of Gilbert and Sullivan's "Patience." 


They bump against each other and relate in vari- 


ous ways and the teacher finds out that when the 
school term starts he is expected to hover, just like 
at all the other schools. 


The performance over, and the cast party nearly 


over, the teacher zooms up from frustration to one 
of those cocktail - inspired inspirations that he can 
straighten out everybody's life. Like a Fourth of July 
pinwheel, he spins around getting one couple to- 
gether, telling four people what they should do. He 
goes home and takes a few decisive steps himself. 
The advice is not at all bad and in most cases they 
take it.

Youthful Revolutionary Discloses 
Secrets of His Early Wanderings 


When 1 Was Last on Cherry Street. By Harry Ros- 


kolenko. Stein & Day. $4.95. 


If Sinbad the Sailor had been a radical socialist 


and in his youth a revolutionary, he might have writ- 
'len his reminiscences as another Roskolenko. 


Until now, you and I might never have heard of 


this prodigious adventurer into endless wanderings, 
endless political arguments and the literary dead 
ends of the years between the big wars. But he is 
v orth discovering as a visceral, one-man phenome- 
non, spawned by a non-conforming, nontypical frac- 
tion of American life, earlier in this century. 


At least half of his life was filled with the tricks 


and devices of poverty, the desperate dodges of the 
agitator who scrounges scraps and naps where he 
finds them: he is the promoter of obscure \endettas 
)n small, unread publications, the shadowy figure 
scuttling away from beer-hall riots: the restless rider 
of boats and freight cars into nowhere; the starving, 
conniving, word-spouter. a sexual bohemian, exper- 
iencing all the wild wounds of the ideological, nar- 
rou-minded, prejudiced idealist. 


His boyhood was in the polyglot stew of lower 


Manhattan. 
As a teen-age seaman he wandered 


through ports, people and books. He became a Trots- 
kyist infiltrating the tiny, ignored world of American 
communism of the 1920s. In the days of the Writers' 
Project of the 1930s he drank and argued with peo- 
ple who later became famous. As a rebellious poet he 
anticipated the beatniks. After a wild episode of de- 


bauchery, malaria and near-death in the last war, he 
became disillusioned with Marxism, sex and double- 
talk, and settled down as a journalist. 


Few men have gone through as many shattering 


physical, mental and philosophical contortions as this 
one. His story is that of a maverick, so far removed 
from traditional American affinities that his life 
seems exotic and aberrational. Yet he has a story 
to tell about a little known hothouse strain that blos- 
somed in a certain American era that has become 
confused history. He tells it vividly.

The hero is Geoffrey Melville, the Prime Minister. 


L)ke Sir Charles Snow, Edelman is engrossed by the 
aspects of political power, and his story is about a 
struggle to censure Melville's government. 


The villian is Mayland, proprietor of a group of 


newspapers and television stations, among other in- 
terests, a man ambitious for a title. He becomes Mel- 
ville's enemy when the prospective title does not ma- 
terialize. 


The daughter is Sylvia, who has returned from 


the United States in a state of emotional turmoil. 
She had been having an affair with a married man. 


One of Mayland's tactics is to hire a young mem- 


ber of Parliament as a political columnist. Another 
is to hire spies to watch Sylvia, and they turn up an 
incident in which she is arrested after a minor traffic 
accident. This is followed by thunderous charges that 
the case has been fixed, and there is a full-scale bat- 
tle in the House of Commons. 


Edelman. a Member of Parliament for 20 years 


and an experienced novelist as well, is a good narra- 
tor and a man who makes his action, characters and 
setting so convincingly that the reader effortlessly 
enjoys his book for what it is—a genuine novel.

coast of Baja, California, where the Mexican fisher- 
man Francisco—a son of nature—lives like a hermit 
on a tiny island.

Colonia Madre, and reaches Francisco's hut nearly 
dead of typhoid. Francisco has to fight a storm to 
bring help. 


There is a strong contrast between the two people 


he brings back to rescue the boy. One is the school- 
teacher and amateur physician everyone calls Senora 
Revolucion, because of her single-minded devotion to 
socialism 
The other is Father Sylvester, equally 


single-minded in his devotion to his faith 


So there you have two symbolic figures of civiliz- 


ation joining with Francisco, possessor of an ele- 
mental, primitive humanity, in the battle against 
death 
Th<? story takes on the tones of a parable. 


It is Wibberlej's gift to be able to see and com- 


municate the essential aspects of life at the core, a 
type of insight which many authors lack, without 
even knowing it 


The unusual gift enables him to range from such 


fey humor as "The Mouse That Roared" to the beau- 
tifully moving parable "Stranger at Killknock." This 
story is close to the latter.

Stan Kenton Has 
A Go at Wagner, 
Plays It Brassy

Let's leave the old familiar groove and see what's 


new and unusual in long-playing records. 


"Kenton/Wagner" seems at first an unlikely com- 


bination—causing droll visions of Stan Kenton glid- 
ing in on a swan boat, waving a baton for ''Artistry 
in Opera." 


However, "Kenton/Wagner" (Capitol) turns out 


to be terrific. Richard Wagner's themes are intact: 
Kenton has arranged some exciting modern harmon- 
ies, new beats and instrumentation. (Wagner didn't 
think of maracas.) 


Wagner's themes for orchestra are pretty dra- 


matic, and brassy, in the original, too. If you don't 
remember, listen to "Magic Fire Music," Eugene Or- 
mandy and the Philadelphia Orchestra, a new LP on 
Columbia with several of the-eight selections Kenton 
has arranged: ''Ride of the Valkyries," "Pilgrim's 
Chorus" and love-death music from "Tristan and 
Isolde." 


Here's a good game—if you're old enough. You 


put Epic's "Do You Remember Radio's Greatest 
Themes?" on the old victrola, without reading the 
album cover. Then everybody sits back and tries to 
remember the tune and the radio program that used 
It as a theme. There are 34 theme songs here—from 
the serials, adventures, comedians, singers and sus- 
pense shows of radio's good old days. 


For the people who like to remember Nat Cole 


more as a jazz pianist than as the overwhelmingly 
successful vocalist he became later, Capitol has a 
reissue, "The Nat King Cole Trio." recorded between 
1943 and 1949. 


Nat had great talent, but many facets of his ca- 


reer seemed just to have '"happened." He led a trio 
instead of the traditional quartet because the drum- 
mer didn't show up on opening night; he was called 
King because a customer once plopped a paper crown 
on his head; he started to sing at the insistence of 
another customer. 


Five of these 11 tracks include vocals, in that 


unbelievable caress of a voice. They're all styled 
softly—"For All We Know," "Embraceable You." 
"I'll Never Be the Same." 


"My Husband and I," spoken by Eleanor Roose- 


velt, is a two-LP set compiled by Columbia from the 
ABC television series, "FDK." 


This is a monologue by Mrs. Roosevelt, but it is 


obvious by the time lapses between bunds and the 
change in tone of voice that it was not all recorded 
at the same time. 


Mrs. 
Roosevelt told an anecdote well, entirely 


recognizing the humor of the situation, but retaining 
respect for the people invoked so that she never was 
telling a "joke."

Theater Is Goal 
Of Prof. Card

MADISON—Versatility is the hallmark of the 


Wisconsin Idea Theater and its founder, Prof. Rob- 
ert Card. 


The University of Wisconsin-based theater, which 


does not have a stage of its own, is aimed at estab- 
lishing community drama on a statewide basis. In 
achieving this end, Prof. Card works with theater 
groups of a multitude of varieties throughout Wis- 
consin in a quest for production improvement, in- 
creased participation and larger audiences. 


"At present the number of community theaters 


is the highest ever in the history of Wisconsin," the 
agricultural extension professor says. "There are now 
well over one hundred of all sizes. There seems to be 
t much wider public participation as well. 


"The Wisconsin Idea Theater is simply a cul- 


tural arts program, with emphasis pointed to the 
theater arts and creative writing, organized to work 
with communities. In this manner, for example, we 
have been assisting projects in Portage and Hurley. 
But we also work through institutes, with individuals, 
with recreation and tourist industries and with state 
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agencies. 


Vital Purposes 


"The general purposes are, one, to raise the 


standards for community arts in Wisconsin; and, two, 
to raise the interest level of the general population 
in the theater as something vital to them. 


"We also work with commercial theaters if they 


ask for assistance. 


"It is important to note that the attachment of 


the theater arts to the tourist industry of the state 
is essential. That is why the number of summer thea- 
ters in Wisconsin last year was higher than ever be- 
fore." 


Toward this end, Prof. Card has been working 


with a Portage group on the design, planning and 
soon-to-be-started construction of the Lunt-Fontainne 
Theater in the historic Wisconsin town. 


This theater, a community project arousing na- 


tional interest and drawing a national audience, will 
seat 1500 people in a unique revolving auditorium 
based on a theater Prof. Card once saw in Finland. 
Offering top-notch productions with well-known tal- 
ent much in the manner that theater productions 
are carried out in Stratford, Ontario, the Portage 
group hopes to fill the 1500 seats for 50 nightly per- 
formances during the playing season. There is a 


1 potential audience of several million people within 
I one day's driving distance from Portage. Upon com- 
I pletion, Prof. Card will be responsible for play pro- 
| duction of the Lunt-Fontainne Theater. 
I 
The professor also developed two other theater 


forms in Wisconsin, in addition to his work with the 
Portage project. 


Fulbright Professor 


In 1959, Prof. Card was a Fulbright professor in 


Finland teaching theater production and studying 
Finnish theater. Upon his return to Wisconsin he 
was struck by the fact that there was no Finnish 
national theater in this country, although other na- 
tionalities were fully represented in the theater arts. 
He also noted that a great many citizens of Finnish 
descent reside in this state. 


The energetic professor set about establishing 


such a theater in Hurley. Last year this National 
Finnish-American Festival showed a profit in its first 
season of operation. 


"We have the Finnish national theater and a 


food and crafts center. We have had good backing 
from Finland. Their government is sending over this 
summer a big development showing the growth of 
Helsinki, and the mayor of that city is coming to 
open the display. We have also scheduled visits by 
tourist groups of Finnish travelers while they visit 
in the U.S. 


"We offer folk dancing, plays and Finnish food

Dedicated to assisting indi- 
viduals and communities in raising the cultural level 
of the state, the theater sponsors a touring road show 
which visits county fairs, performing musicals and 
plays of special interest to local audiences in Wis- 
consin. 


all summer long. We are now making definite plans 
to build an entire Finnish village up there. The land 
has already been donated and we want to build a 
theater center, surrounded by Finnish structures. 


"We now have a 3000-item museum of Finnish 


artifacts, and it is growing each day." 


This festival promises to be a partial aid to an 


area of the state hard-hit economically by techno- 
logical changes with the closing of the local mining 
industry. 


The Wisconsin Idea Theater's major project was 


also innovated by Prof. Card. With it he hopes to 
go a long way toward fulfilling the concept of theater 
arts on a state-wide basis. 


Since the summer of 1962 the University college 


of agriculture has been sponsoring a touring road 
company of semi-professional actors who visit county 
fairs in the state, bringing a new form of entertain- 
ment to these traditional Wisconsin events. 


Musicals and plays about Wisconsin events and 


characters provide an immediate audience interest 
in these communities. The last show offered, "Ho- 
dag," was a musical based on a book written several 
years ago by Prof. Card. Last summer the show per- 
formed about 40 times in 25 Wisconsin localities. The 
production now meets costs through its perform- 
ances and is in constant demand by county fairs 
during its playing season. 


In line with his efforts to broaden Wisconsin's 


cultural base. Prof. Card has worked in many other 
media. In 1948 he founded the Wisconsin Regional 
Writers Association, which represents all branches 
of creative writing, and now numbers over 800 mem- 
bers. 


The Wisconsin Idea Theater works closely with 


state 4-H club drama program and clubs in 66 Wis- 
consin counties participate. About 10.000 young peo- 
ple are brought closer to theater arts in this manner. 


The Holiday Folk Fair is produced annually in 


Milwaukee, under the auspices of the Wisconsin 
Idea Theater. Last year's show was seen by over 
40,000 people. 


A creative writing workshop is held in Rhine- 


lander in the summer, and interested students, young 
and old, learn from professionals in all fields of 
writing. A Summer Theater Festival is held in the 
same town, bringing outstanding Wisconsin commun- 
ity dramatic groups to perform and receive recogni- 
tion for their accomplishments.

Sheinwold on Bridge 
Brainy Player Has 
Ability to Draw 
Correct Inferences 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


The intellectual bridge player prides himself on 


being able to toss off a difficult squeeze with one 
arm tied behind his back. All of this won't help him 
if some other player in his game is far better at 
guessing what is going on at the table. 


During the bidding, a practical player knows 


whether the opponents are in trouble or in comfort. 
During the play, he knows when an opponent is con- 
fident and when he is uncertain. The practical player 
does nothing to relieve an opponent of a guess, but 
he himself is a master at guessing correctly. 


Take a common situation: you have two smalt 


hearts in your hand, with the K-J of hearts in the 
dummy. You lead a low heart and must guess 
whether to play the king or the jack from the dum- 
my. 


Forget about cases in which the bidding tells 


you which opponent is more likely to have the 
ace of hearts. Imagine that you're in a slam with 
all of the high cards except the ace and queen of 
hearts. If you're a practical player you'll guess 
right about three-quarters of the time. Your suc- 
cess depends partly on knowing the players, but 
you should do almost as well against strangers. 


You should surely be able to draw a correct in- 


ference from a hesitant play by the second player. 
You draw this inference at your own risk, of course, 
but you should be right almost every single time. 


If second hand follows suit with a low heart only 


after a very marked hesitation, it is safe to assume 
that he has the ace. He could not have a problem if 
he had the queen (unless he had both the ace and 
the queen). It is considered unethical for an oppo- 
nent to go into a long huddle for the sole purpose 
of causing you to guess wrong, so you need not 
consider the possibility of deception unless your 
opponent is terribly green or terribly blackhearted. 


If second hand plays his low heart after just the 


slightest hesitation—the merest flicker of an eye- 
lash—he is either a bad player who has given him- 
telf away or a fairly good player who subconscious- 
ly wants to deceive you but would not dream of 
staging a conscious and unethical hesitation. 


If you are a practical player you know whether 


he is bad or unconscious. 


If the second player plays his low heart with not 


the slightest hesitation and perhaps even the faint- 
est trace of extra speed, he is a fairly good player 
who has the ace and is giving you your chance to 
guess wrong—or he is a very good player who knows 
how your mind works and is out to doublecross you.

Safe Guess 


You have a safe guess with one type of K-J com- 


bination unless your opponent is a great expert — or a 
regular reader of this column. In the hand shown 
today, take the opening lead with the ace of clubs, 
draw drumps with the ace and queen, and then lead 
the singleton heart from dummy. 


If dummy had two small hearts, an expert East 


would play low to make you guess. Since dummy 
has only a singleton heart, East feels compelled to 
step up with his ace of hearts. Otherwise, he fears, 
he will lose his ace.

Outdoors Wisconsin 
Poet's Description of Autumn Has 
Meaning for Lovers of Springtime

In William Herbert Carruth's poem "Each in his 


own Tongue." there are beautiful lines describing 
the autumn season. When geese fly overhead I am 
reminded of "And wild geese sailing high," and 
when I see the autumn flowers I remember: "And all 
over upland and lowland, The charm of the golden- 
rod." 


In May when the blossoms of trees and shrubs 


make splashes of pink and white against the new 
green foliage, I repeat the latter two lines again. 
Only now I change them to "And all over upland 
and lowland. The charm of the blossoming trees." 


Of these showy-flowered trees, the earliest to 


bloom are the wild plum and the Juneberry. When 
spring is earh. the\ may emerge as early as mid 
or late April. Both of these small nathe trees are 
members of the rose family 


Other members of the rose family which will be 


blooming this month are the wild or pin cherry, 
chokedierry and the black cherry; thornapple and 
wild crabapple Shrub-size native members of the 
rose family w Inch should be blossoming this month 
or a little later arc mnobark, meadowsweet and hard- 
back (both related to the garden spirea^. Wild roses, 
raspberries and blackberries are family members 
too, but they usually blossom later than May. 


One of the showiest of the rose family trees is 


the wild crab. Its blossoms are pink and fragrant. It 
often grows in clumps or hedges, on hillsides, and 
the pink blossoms make a beautiful picture against 
the blue spring sk\. The small green apples which 


result from the flowers are hard and sour. 


The crab apple is common in many parts of Wis- 


consin, including the Fox River Valley, and Ke- 
waunee and Door counties. It is less common In 
northern counties west of the bay. 


Juneberries make a good showing in spring woods 


too. They are common in the northern counties, and 
even in the sand areas. Wisconsin has several kinds 
of Juneberries, some growing to small tree size, and 
some only shrubs. The petals are usually white, but 
some have a hint of pink. In our area, Juneberries 
ripen in July. They are sweet and delicious when 
eaten raw, and make good pies if you add a dash of 
lemon to counteract the too sweet taste. 


The various cherries are common all over this 


area. The choke-cherry is highly sweet-scented. Rob- 
ins, waxwingsi catbirds, thrushes and other fruit- 
eaters depend on these fruits during summer and 
early autumn. 


Ninebark is an interesting, low-growing, spread- 


ing shrub. It is often used for ornamental planting 
around homes and in parks. The two spireas, meadow- 
sweet and hardback, like to grow in wet places. 
Ninebark and meadowsweet have white blossoms, the 
hardback, pink. 


At this season, when migrating warblers are pres- 


ent, you'll find may of them dealing about the blos- 
som clusters of these trees and shrubs. They are 
gobbling up insect eggs and larvae by the millions. 
Watch for them, too, if you go out to see. "The 
charm of the blossoming trees" in your own up- 
lands and lowlands.

by fans. But this was no good in 
the summer when the natural 
heat was high. . .and also 
humid. 


Carrier's solution was beauti- 


fully simple. You can see it 
working every time you open 
the door of an old-style refriger- 
ator. A refrigerated 
surface 


removes 
the 


fans blowing air over cakes of 
ice. Four tons of ice were used, 
for instance, for a performance 
at a theatre. This cooled the air, 
but the melting ice made the 
humidity even worse. 


The first true air conditioning 


plants were bulky, expensive 
and practical only for big areas. 
Room air conditioners were 
developed before World War II, 
but these 
too were 
bulky, 


relatively inefficient and expen- 
sive. They were about the size 
and appearance of the first juke 
boxes. 


By the mid-lS50's, however,

As a result of the Appleton Area 


Chamber of Commerce study, a hill was

county boards on a population basis and 
selection of an administrator in counties of 
over 100,000 population. The

defeated, but it led to appointment of a

ment is of longer range nature, but even 
more Important In its impact. 


Tinder the state constitution, county 


government is a creature of the state. 
Contrasted with cities which have over-all 
power except where reserved to the state, 
counties have only those powers delegated 
by the state. 


Froehlich'i 
constitutional amendment 


would end the requirement that all county 
government be uniform, and would grant 
counties "home rule" so that they could 
adopt a form of government most suitable 
to their local requirements. 


It is obvious that the problems of 


Outagamie and Winnebago Counties are 
much 
more 
complex 
than 
those 
of 


Florence or Forest. And yet under the 
present constitution all must adhere to one 
rigid structure. 


In the urbanized areas of the state 


county government is and will continue to 
become the most Important local govern- 
ment. The problems of a metropolitan area 
cross the municipal boundaries 
involved.

selecting an air conditioner 


Each year more and more families solve the problem of stifling hot summer days 
and nights by installing electric air conditioners. Since they come in a variety of 
shapes, sizes, capacities and features — we have provided some information here 
that will help you select an air conditioner designed to meet your own particular 
needs. If you have other questions, your appliance dealer will be happy to help you. 


What are some of the important things to look for? 
For one thing, make sure that the appliance dealer from 
whom you buy your air conditioner maintains good local 
service. See that the unit you buy has at least a one-year 
guarantee on equipment plus an extra four-year warranty on 
the compressor. Select a unit that has a filter that can be 
removed easily for cleaning. Choose a unit that has a 
thermostatic control that maintains a pre-set temperature 
automatically. 


Why should you purchase a unit with a thermostatic control? 
If your unit is properly sized, a thermostatic control will 
keep your room at an even temperature, despite widely vary- 
ing conditions outside. You'll find the control is a real con- 
venience and will save you money on electricity by auto- 
matically shutting off the compressor when the room reach- 
es the desired temperature. 


How are air conditioners rated? What do the ratings mean? 
The recommended rating by the Air Conditioning and Re- 
frigeration Institute and National Electrical Manufacturers 
Association is on the basis of BTU's (British Thermal 
Units). BTU ratings indicate the number of heat units 
removed by the air conditioner per hour. The higher the 
BTU rating of an air conditioner the greater its capacity 
to remove heat. The National Electrical 
Manufacturers Association has standardized 
the basis of the BTU rating of air condition- 
ers. When you buy a unit check for this 
National Electrical Manufacturers Associa- 
tion seal. 


Con a room air conditioner cool more than one room? 
Yes, if the rooms are ideally situated and the air-condition- 
ing unit is large enough. Be sure to discuss this with your 
dealer. 


How do you decide what size to get? 
The best way to get the right size air conditioner for your 
Heeds is to ask your dealer to help you decide. That's be- 
cause there are a number of things to take into account. 
For example: (1) room location ... a lower north room 
is much easier to cool than an upper southwest room which 
has exposure to the sun, (2) window area, (3) amount of 
house insulation, (4) dimensions of room.

Do room air conditioners have to stick out into the room? 
No, not necessarily. Many of the new units have variable 
mounting brackets so that the unit can be set flush with, 
the inside of the window frame. However, some of the lower 


priced models do not have these brackets and, therefore, 
do extend 4 to 6 inches beyond the window. Also, some of 
the latest room air conditioners are designed for installation 
in various types of windows — double-hung or casement — 
through the wall units are especially designed for flush 
mounting. 


Does a room air conditioner require special wiring? 
Possibly, depending on the rating of the unit you buy, the 
availability of a proper convenience outlet and circuit ca- 
pacity. If you do not have an adequate circuit for an air 
conditioner your electrical contractor can easily install a 
special circuit.
